Discipleship Means Putting "His" Will First 

In the Gospel lesson for today, we read; "But when Jesus turned and looked at 
his disciples, he rebuked Peter. 'Get behind me, Satan!' He said. 'You do not have in 
mind the things of God, but the things of men. ' " It seems the disciples, and others, 
had the false idea that the Messiah would clear out the Romans by force and help to 
establish a political independent Israel. Instead, Jesus fulfilled prophecy by putting 
His Father's will and kingdom first, and here predicting His suffering and death on a 
cross. 

In Psalm 116: 1-9, David responded to his own suffering with a song; "/ love the 
Lord, for He heard my voice. He heard my cry for mercy. Because He turned His ear 
to me, I will call on Him as long as I live. " David acknowledges that his suffering did 
not, in any way, diminish his faith in God; instead God's power and control over his 
life is proclaimed. I love how he shares his trials and encourages us in our faith. I 
cannot begin to count the times God has answered my prayers and given me hope and 
strength to carry on in times of affliction and uncertainty. One morning, I woke up in 
quiet desperation, feeling incapable of meeting the various needs and demands of our 
children and their ailing grandmother. Nearing tears and quite overwhelmed, I knelt 
by the dryer, praying for help. Immediately, I was filled with the warm tingling sense 
of the Spirit. This carried me through the day with a sense of love, joy, and 
compassion. 

Dear Lord, ask and ye shall receive. Remind me to seek Your wisdom through 
prayer and quiet time each day that I may see truth clearly enabling me to choose 
wisely, "Thy will, (not my will), be done. " Humbly, I beseech Thee .
